Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 1-17 are allowable. The restriction requirement necessitating withdrawal 
of Claims 4, 6, 7, as set forth in the Office action mailed on 1/23/07, has been 
reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant to 
MPEP § 821.04(a).
